Is St. Louis to be “‘dry’’ next Sunday? 

This is the dire possibility which con- 
fronts the man of thirst. 

The St. Louis grandjury is investigating 
nonenforcement of the old law requiring 
saloons to be closed on Sunday, not only 
closed as to doors, but to the business of 
selling liquor as well. 

The members of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners have been subpenaed to appear 
before thé grandjury Tuesday afternoon. 

President Harry Hawes was one of the 
first witnesses. Excise Commissioner Sei- 
bert and his chief deputy, Robert Thomp- 
son, were also witnesses, 

Chief of Police Kiely was before the 
grandjury two hours Monday. The police 
contend the Sunday-closing law, which, by 
the way, is applicable to theaters, baseball 


-parks and. other places of amusement as 


well as saloons, is obsolete and incapable 
of enforcement. 

They hold that it is impossible to force 
conviction before the juries, as public sen- 
timent is egainst the closing of saloons on 
Sunday. 

They cite numerous caser recorded during 
the term of Edward A. Noonan, as judge 
of the court of criminal correction, in 
which the police lost cvery one. 

The excise commissioner is empowered to 
revoke the license of any saloon keeper 


who violates any of the liquor law. the Sun- 
day-closing clause included, and it is said 
‘in political circles’’ thut the grandjury 
investigation will put it up to Excise Com- 
missioner Seibert to revoke all the aaloon 
licenses in St. Louis, or stand forth as 
acquiescing in the universal breaking of 
the liquor law.

Finally the young prisoner frequently in- 
quired from jail guards what had been 
done in his case. but he received no reply.

The law 
says that if two fail to indict a prisoner 
he should be released. 

Whether Robinson was guilty or ,not of 
the offense charged, the jailer told the cir- 
cult attorney he had been punished 
enough. 

Robinson said he was glad to be released, 
but that it was “pretty tough’ to go out

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—George F. Shrady, 
one of the most eminent authorities on 
cancer in the United States, !f ot in the 
world,, who attended Gen. Grant during 
his last illnesa with tne cancer which took 
his life and who was requested by Sir Mor- 
rell Mackenzie to go to Berlin for consul- 


‘tation In the case of Emperor Frederick, 


the father of the present Emperor, who died , 
from cancer, has been deeply interested in 
the operation on the throat of Kaiser Wil- 
helm. 

“I would not like to be quoted as saying 
that Kasier Wilhelm is a doomed man,” 
said Dr. Shrady today, “but I should hate 
to be in his place. 

“The influence of heredity in determin- 
ing the ultimate outlook for the distin- 
guished patient is of the utmost Iimpor- 
tance. In nearly % per cent of the report- 
ed cases of larynigeal cancer, one or the 
other parents of the victim died of the dis- 
ease. In the case of the Kaiser, both his 
father and mother were afflicted with ma- 
lignant disease, as was also his uncle. 

“The Kaiser's father lived but little over 
a year after throat symptoms were de- 
veloped, and his mother died in the third 
year of a cancerous affection of the 
breast. From the side of heredity his 
prospects are certainly not very strongly 
guaramteed against the possible malignant 
development of what now appears to be 
only an innocent intralaryngeal trouble. 

“While the opinions of the distinguished 
physicians who have the case in charge 
are entitled to the highest consideration 
it must be borne in mind that the early 
microscopical examinations should not al- 
ways be considered as the absolute tests 
of gafety of opinion. It certainly was not 
so in the case of the late Crown Prince of 
Germany, afterward Emperor Frederick, as 
no less an authority than Virchow de- 
clared at the time when the first oper- 
ation was performed on that royal per- 
sonage that the disease was entirely de- 
void of any cancerous tendency, and yet 
within two months afterward that distin- 
guished authority wee shown to have 
been mistaken. 

“It may be stated as a fact that so long 
as any portion of any superfluous epithelial 
growth remains in a person of susceptible 
age, and especially if such an excrescence 
be subject to more or less continuous irri- 
tation, no one can be absolutely safe 
against malignant degeneration. Thus it 
is always a very important question wheth- 
er or not the disease is thoroughly eradi- 
cated at the first operation and also wheth- 
er or not the wound heals in the shurtest 
possible time, 

“When such a course is impossible the 
microscopical examination of the mere! 
superticial portions of tha tumor are not 
ways trustworthy, as indicating immunity 
from future trouble, as not infrequently 
the removed parts may resent peasy 
tissue elements, while t ot ase may show 
distinctly cancerous cha

Dr. J. M, Willis Shoots Himself in 
His Room at Alamo, 
Indiana. 


The body of the late Dr. Joseph M. Wil- 
lis of Alamo, Ind., arrived in St. Louis 
Tuesday morning and was taken to the 
Missouri crematory for incineration. The 
ashes will be returned to Alamo and there 
buried, all of this being in accord with the 
last request of this eccentric man. 

Dr. Willis, a wealthy recluse, was found 
dead in his room Saturday with a bullet 
hole in his head. On the back of a pros- 
pectus of a St. Louis “get-rich-quick” grain 
concern found near the body, were written 
these words: “Men often make mistakes, 
but who has made a greater mistake than 
> ws 

By some acquaintances of the dead man 
it is believed that he had lost a portion of 
his fortune through his investments with 
the St. Louis concern, but others, who per- 
haps knew him better, declare. that his 
suicide was the fulfillment of the prophecy 
his life had made. For years he had stud- 


discussing it and declared he would die by 
his own hand. 

Dr. Willis was & years old. He was a 
brother of Mrs. L. L. Culver, widow of a 
wealthy St. Louis manufacturer, and also 
of Mrs, Ella Willis, both residents,of In- 
dianapolis. 

Dr. Willis amassed a fortune in Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., as a manufacturer of medi- 
cines. About a year ago he removed to 
Alamo, a village. of only 200 inhabitants. 
Tpere he erected a handsome two-story 
business block in anticipation of an inter- 
urban railroad coming into the village. The 
railroad did not come and Dr. Willis, living 
alone, occupied the building until his death.

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FOR MY WIFE" 


Statement of Miss Pierce’s Mother 


Accepted as Evidence in, 
Imboden Case. 


Parent Declares These Were Words of 


Col. Imboden to Lillie 
Belle Pierce 


“As a man of honor, I take you for my 
wife, to provide for and protect you.” 

Such was the late Col, Luther EB. Imbo- 
den’s marriage vow to Miss Lillie Belle 
Pierce on June 27, 1898, according to the 
deposition of Miss Pierce's mother, Mrs. 
George Pierce, who has died since the 
death of Col. Imboden last July. 

Judge Fisher’s room of the circuit court 
was crowded Tuesday morning at the open- 
ing of the second day of the trial of Miss 
Pierce’s suit to establish her relationship 
as the common-law wife of the late Col. 
Imboden, and to secure at once a $500 an- 
nuity with a view toward later suing for 
the widow's portion of the estate, esti- 
mated at $500,000. left by Col. Imboden. 
Mrs. Etelka Parrish, daughter of Col. Im- 
boden and wife of Dr. John G. Parrish, 
Jr., who is contesting Miss Pierce's claims, 
was not in the courtroom. 

The morning session of the court was oc- 
cupied by the reading of the deposition of 
Miss Pierce's mother. Thos document, em- 
bracing over 200 typewritten pages of tes- 
timony, was accepted as evidence. The 
large number of witnesses yet to be ex- 
amined make it probable that the ase will 
not be sent to the jury before Wednesday 
evening. 

The deposition of Mrs. Pierce reviews the 
entire period of relationship between Col. 
Imboden and Miss Pierce. 

The mother says that in reply to Im- 
boden’s marriage vow her daughter said, 
in the presénce of her mother and father, 
that she took Imboden as her husband. 

Col. Imboden placed a wedding ,ing on 
Miss Pierce’s hand and said: “This is my 
seal,”’ the deposition relates. 


Called Nearly 

Every Night. 

The mother testified that Col. Imboden 
called at the Pierce home every night for 


nearly two years, and then, having joined 
a social organization, which took part of 
his time, called four or five nights of every 
week thereafter until his death; that he 
carried night ke, to the Pierce home 
when it was ylor ayenue and later 
when the family removed to Evans ave- 
nue; that he frequently remained through- 
—_ the night; that sent checks for 
ous amounts to her daughter on the 
first and fifteenth days of every month, 
bought provisions and clothing for her 
and pete one-half of the house rent every 
mont 
The mother reiterates the explanation, 
which has al y n credited to Col. 
Imboden, as to why he did not make the 
announcemem of his marriage to Miss 
Pierce public. He said that he had prom- 
ised his dead wife that he would not bring 
another wife into the family home as long 
as his daughter remained unmarried. Mrs. 
Pierce testifies that as the Parrish-[mboden 
wedding approached last June, Col. Im- 
boden asSured the Pierces that he would 


-imake public announcement of his own mar- 


riage as soon as his daughter had wed. 
.Col. Imboden died very suddenly on June 
15, rine days before his daughter was mar- 


ried.

Kratz’s Friends Abandon Their Main 
Basis for Hope—Fight on Tech- 
nicalities Is Expected.

GUADALAJARA, Mex., Nov. 17.—The pa- 
pers in the Kratz extradition case will ar- 
give in Guadalajara from the City of Mexico 
today, and will be at once presented to the 
district judge. 

Desmond and Dickmann returned yester- 
day. Both are confident that Kratz will re- 
turn with them, although they expect to 
be delayed by his fight over technicalities, 

The general belief here is that the feder- 
al government has practically decided the 
case during the time that the extradition 
papers have been in the City of Mexico, and 
that they were sent here only as a matter 
of formality. It is believed that Kratz can 
do nothing more than delay his return by 
making a fight. 

It was at first believed by Kratz’s friends 
that he could be held only 35 days under the 
extradition papers, and that if he succeeded 
fn delaying action on them for that length 
of time, he would of necessity be released, 
This. belief has been abandoned, it seems, 
the understanding now being that the lim- 
itation of 35 days meant only that the pa- 
pers must arrive here within that time. 

The fact that the extradition papers are 
flow here -makes,it nécessary. that he be 
held until final settlement of the case, re- 
gardiess of the length of time that may be 


nsumed, and that he remain in jail. He 
nnot be released on bond, that point hav- 
been finally settled by the federal] au- 
orities.

MR. FOLK’S SEDALIA SPEECH. 

The Sedalia speech of Cireuit Attorney Folk was an improve 
ment over his St. Joseph speech. It exhibited a better under- 
standing on the part of Mr. Folk of the kind of reform cam- 
paign that must be waged in the Democratic party and in the 
state of Missouri, to accomplish good. The speech had a better 
ring to it. 

Referring to the questions asked by the Post-Dispatch, Mr. 
Folk answered them more extensively than in his letter to 
this paper. He touched upon some of the questions subse- 
quently suggefted by the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Folk said that corruptionists, trust agents and their tools 
should not be permitted to have any voice in the party coun- 
cils. If he is sincere in saying this, he will cut out the men who 
have been ‘using the party to advance the interests of trusts 
and favored corporations. 

Mr. Folk declared absolutely against the use of the police in 
our cities at primaries and in general elections in favor of the 
party. He said that they should not be used as a machine in 
politics. This is obviously right, but why does not Mr. Folk 
plainly say that he will not permit politica) assessments to be 
levied on the police, nor their partisan activity in any way. 
In other words, that he will completely reorganize the police 
boards and revolutionize their methods. 

Mr. Folk declared absolutely in favor of fair election laws, 
and their impartial enforcement, but he did not specifically 
condemn the Nesbit law and the iniquities which have been 
committed under it. 

Mr. Folk denounced the lobby and its tools and said they 
must be scourged from the state capital. But Mr. Folk knows 
that many of the lobbyists are powerful in the councils of the 
Democratic party, and if the lobby is to be scourged from the 
state capital, these men must be deposed from power. 

On the subject of taxation, Mr. Folk’s platform is not yet 
clearly defined, but he declares in favor of the equalizing of the 
assessments of city and country and of the assessment of fran- 
chise corporations; he declares in favor of the equitable distri- 
bution of the burden of taxation. 

But if Mr. Folk believes in these things; if he believes that 
the evils he mentions must be destroyed, how is it possible

Sociologists have been disposed to regard 
crime as sporadic; due perhaps to certain 
abnormal conditions of the social body, but 
still of irregular and uncertain recurrence, 
but it seetms that they are wrong.
